TESTING EGGS. _ 

Writing on this subject in the Weetly 
Irish Times, the Poultry Correspondent 
says :— 

Eggs being hatched, whether by hens or 
incubators, should be tested on the 
seventh or eighth day to find out what 
eggs are fertile and to remove the un- 
fertile ones. If several hens are being 
set together, at testing time it may be 
found that, by making up the full settings 
of the fertile eggs, one or two hens may 
be left without any, and these can have 
fresh eggs. In this way each hen can 
have a full brood. Get a small lamp or 
candle at night in a dark house, and hold 
each egg in the right hand lengthwise 
between “forefinger and thumb before the 
flame, which should be shaded from the 
eves, and turn the egg with the other 
hand. The germ will then be seen in the 
ecg clearly. All unfertile eggs look just 
like ordinary eggs not hatched, and they 
can be kept to teed the chickens or used 
for cockmy. Fertile eggs that are going 
on right present the appearance of a large 
dark spot extending over nearly half the 
ecg. Addied eggs are those in which the 
germ has died in the first stages of 
incubation, and look cloudy, with a dark 
spot and, perhaps, spider-like streaks. 
These should also be removed if they can

“God Save the King.” 


I have received several letters from 
“yang who have visited the picture “I 
Vas a Spy” during the last few days, 
and their writers seem to be very much 
confused over one incident in the film. 
When the heroine is taken by a German 
officer to an opera house in Brussels for a 
command performance at which the Kaiser 
is present the band plavs a tune which all 
my correspondents declare to be the British 
National Anthem, and they cannot under- 
stand why this should be played during 
the German occupation of Belgium in 
honour of. His Imperial Majesty 
William IT. ‘Phe fact is, of course, that 
the tune of “God Save the King” is 
identical with that of the old German 
National Anthem—which was also the 
Austrian National Anthem—‘‘ Heil Dir 
lin Siegerkranz.’’ This was always played 
in honour of the Kaiser, and “ Deutschland 
úuber Alles,’’ which has become so well 
known, via the wireless, is comparatively 
a recent innovation. The same confusion 
was created at Ballsbridge a few years ago, 
when the Swiss team visited Dublin for 
the first time. ‘‘ God Save the King ” also 
happens to be the Swiss National Anthem, 
and when the band played it at Balls- 
bridge many of the visitors were under the 
impression that a mistake had been made, 
and some ultra-loyalists began tó sing the 
English words, much to the amusement of 
the Swiss officers. I have an idea, indeed, 
that the same tune is used by a couple of 
other European countries; but since the 
War the Germans have adopted ‘‘ Deutsch- 
land iber Alles’’ as their maior anthem, 
to which now has heen added the rather 
dismal ‘‘ Horstwesselied.”’ 


“ Kass for the Dead.” 


The Jate Father Willie Doyle, S.J., 
about whom Professor Alfred O'Rahilly 
will lecture in the Gaiety Theatre on next 
Sunday, has described how he celebrated 
a Mass for the Dead in the trenches after 
the battle of the Somme during the World 
War. “By cutting a piece out of the 
side of the trench,” he wrote, “I was 
able to stand in front of my tiny altar, a 
biscuit box supported on two German 
bayonets. God's angels, no doubt, were 
hovering overhead, but so were the shells. 
hundreds of them, and I was a little 
afraid that when the earth shook with 
the crash of the guns the chalice would 
be overturned. 

‘‘ Round about me on every side was the 
biggest congregation I ever had: behind 
the altarw on either side, and in front. 
row upon row, sometimes crowding one 
upon the other, but al] quiet and silent, 
as if they were straining their ears to 
catch every syllable of that tremendous 
act of Sacrifice—but every man was 
dead. : 

“Some had lain there for a week. | 
Others had only just fallen, and seemed 
rather sleeping than dead, but thera they 
lav; for none had time to bury them. 
brave fellows, every one, friend and foe 


alike.” 


“Ghe Cure of ‘Mazingarbe. 


In a letter which he wrote home from 
the Front in March, 1916. Father Doyle 
described how he kept an appointment to 
sav Mass for the 8th Inniskillings in the 
ruined village of Mazingarbe. Having 
sail Mass for the 8th Irish Fusiliers. he 
mounted a bievcle to go to Mazingarbe. 
four miles away, for the Inniskillings. 

When I reached a bend in the road,”’ 
he wrote, ‘ ] realised the enemy were 
shelling the very spot-I had to pass. 
Here was a fix! I knew my regiment was 
waiting in the village for Mass. and also 
that half of them were going to the 
trenches that afternoon for the first time. 
- + «+ I mounted the bicycle and faced 
the music. Í don’t want you to think me 
very brave and courageous ; for, I confess 
I felt horribly afraid. Call it a miracle 
if you wa, but the moment I turned the 
corner the guns ceased firing en 
shell fell until I was safely in ns vila 
church. My confidence in God’s protec- 
tion was not misplaced.”

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| Napoleon j Narrow Escape. 


I came atross an “interesting account 
recently, in an old number of the 
Dublin Penny Journal, of an incident 
which, had the result been different, might 
have changed the history of the world. The 
person who directed the course of events in 
this instance was an Irish priest, Father 
Redmond, of Ferns, County Wexford, who 
happened to be staying at Bas Poictou; in 
France, shortly after the French Revolu- 
tion. There he made the acquaintance of 
a young Corsican, an officer in the French 
Artillery, one Napoleon Buonaparte, who 
was lodging at the same inn. The future 
Emperor spent most of his time studying 
machinery and inventing new types of, sail- 
“ing boats, but on one occasion he joined a 
shooting party, of which the priest was 
also a member. It so happened that the 
sportsmen, who were spread out over a 
considerable stretch of country, lost touch 
with one another in the course of time. 
Father Redmond, having arrived at the 
edge of a deep dyke, and wondering how 
he was going to get across, suddenly heard 
‘a faint cry for help. He rushed in the 
direction of the sound, and found that the 
Corsican, in attempting to jump the dyke, 
had fallen in, and was on the point of 
drowning. The priest immediately dis- 
charged his fowling-piece, held it out to 
Napoleon, and by that means brought him 
to dry land. It would appear that, even 
in those days, Napoleon was inclined to a 
certain plumpaess, and this, together with 
his short stature, contributed to render 
him a feeble exponent of the long jump. 


Valuable MSS, 


The interest taken by the Pope in the 
ae rage of the Coder Sinaiticus by the 

ritish Museum is not surprising; for the 
Vatican has been deeply concerned in the 


famous Codex. The Pope, who was 
formerly Librarian to the famous 
Ambrosian Library at Milan and Assistant 
Librarian to the Vatican before being 
elevated to the Chair of Peter, is an 
authority on Diblical MSS. Every page 
of the Uoder Sinaiticus has been photo- 
graphed for the Vatican, where permission 
is granted to research workers to read. 
The throwing open of the whole Library 
has been of invaluable worth to students. 
Permission, however, must be sought, and 
a guarantee that the student is engaged 
on an important publication, which must 
be stated. There are still some MSS. in 
the Vatican Library which are never seen, 
and these include, I learn, some letters 
written in the fourteenth century arid 
from the British Court. The rivileged 
few who have seen the secret MSS. have 
been under oath not to divulge their 
contents 


Grin:ty’s Treasures. 


It must be remembered that among 
the treasures of Trinity College Library 
are the Codex 7 and the Codex 
Usseriannus, specimens of the old Greek 
and Latin MSS. It is to the erratic Vice- 
Provost Barrett, better known as ‘‘ Jacky 
Barrett,” that Biblical critics are under 
obligation for his acute discovery of the 
palimpsest Codex 7. ‘‘ Jacky Barrett.” im- 
mortalised by Charles Lever, was as famed 
for his scholarship as his miser)iness, his 
personal uncleanliness, and his strange 
oaths, and as many stories are told of his 
life ag of Swift. He virtually confined 
himself to his rooms, and lived with his 
cat. and it is not surprising to héar of his 
excitement at his first view of the sea 
when it washed the College walls, and 
when he saw a sheep wandering in the 
College Park or a turkey strutting in the 
vicinity, Other valuable MSS., of course, 
include the Book of Kells, which draws 
more visitors to the Library than any 
other object in College. Written in 
the eighth century, it is termed the 
‘most beautiful book in the world.’’ Its 
other great Latin companions are the 
Book of Dimme and the Book of) Durrow 
In the Irish vernacular are the Twelfth 
Century Book of Leinster and the Yellow 
Book of Lecan. Oriental: MSS. and 
Egyptian papyri are also in the fine 
collection. No doubt, many Dubliners 
will visit the British Museum to see the 
Coder Sinaiticevs, who have never been to

LIFE iN THE WEST INDIES. 


The Archbishop of Dublin presided yester- 
day at the annual meeting of the Irish 
Auxiliary, Societp for the Propagation of the 
Gospel (Dublin, Glendalough and Kildare 
branch), The meeting was held in the Moles- 
worth Hail. 

The Rev. J. Levo (Antigua) described con- 
ditions of life in the West Indies, and said 
that all the work of the missionaries there 
was carried’ out among black people, who 
formed. almost the varie of the population. 
These men were the descendants of slaves 
who had. been stolen from their homes in 
Africa many years ago, and whose native 
virtues the white man had done his best to 
stamp out, giving them instead only his own 
vices. The missionaries were engaged In 
raising up a race degraded by their fore- 
fathers; it was a work of reparation which 
must go on for at least as long as the 
origmal crime had done. In 1798 seventy 
er cent. of the money invested in the West 
Fáis slave traflic was British money, but, 
although Britain had been the greatest 
sinner, she was also the first repentant, and 
had done more to stamp out the slave trade 
than any other nation. 

Of the two men that the West Indian 
natives remembered with gratitude, one was 
William Wilberforce, and the other was 
T. F. Buxton, a Dublin man, who was 
educated at Trinity College, Buxton was the 
a TAST of the anti-slavery movement, and 
the West Indies owed more to him than to 
any other man that lived. The Christian 
idealism which characterised his life was 
probably due to his connection with the Irish

e annual report was read by the organ- 
ising secretary for Ireland, Canon Hemming 
He said that. although the past year had not 
been an easy one personal subscriptions to 
the Society had not been allowed to fall off, 
and in some cases striking increases had been 
recorded. The Women’s Work Committee, in 
particular, had increased the receipts from its 
annual gift day from £42 to £600. 

He drew attention to the Church of Ireland.

The object of the 
movement was to raise £100,000 in three 
years, to form a central endowment fund, the 
interest from which would be divided annually 
among the various missionary societies. It 
was intended to raise this mgney from people 
who as yet had ‘shown ho interest in 
missionary work, An important book, ‘‘ With 
One Accord,’’ had been issued by the English 
Church Assembly during the year. It was the 
first attempt to set out a unified statement of 
the work of the Church overseas, and the 1934 
book would contain particulars of the work of 
the Church of Ireland; which had been 
missing in the original edition. 

Collections and contributions during the 
vear in the United Dioceses of Dublin, Glen- 
dalough and Kildare were as follows :—Dublin, 
£854 14s. 1d.; Glendalough, £60 ás. Qd. ; 
Kildare, £51 4s. 8d. (total, £986 2s. 6d.).. 
Women’s work—Dublin, £184 0s. 11d.; Kil- 
dare, £9 (total, £193 Os. 11d.). The gross 
total was £1,179 3s. 5d.. as against. £1,383 
ós. 2d. received in 1932, of which £258 17s. 
Ed. was received in legacies. 

The Archbishop of Dublin said that 
although most people were feeling the pinch 
of the economic depression it was a comfort 
to think that the S.P.G, supporters were not 
going to let their Society down. As regards 
the Laymen's Missionary Movement, he said 
that it would be ma nificent if, instead of 
being clerically inspired, the movement should 
be a lay one, Nothing would redound more 
to the credit of the Church of Ireland than 
to have this strong lay element in missionary 
work, He referred to Bishop White; whom, 
he said, he was very pleased to see on the 
platform with him; and also to the death of 
the late Bishop Dowse. The latter had heen 
the first Chairman of the Church of Ireland 
Missionary Council, and always had his heart 
in missionary work.

NEED OF PURCHASING 
NEW STOCK. 


Zoological Society of Ireland took 

place yesterday afternoon in the Hall 
of the Royal College of Surgeons, St. 
Stephen's Green, Dublin. Lord HolmPatrick, 
President of the Society, presided. 

“On the whole, the past year has been a 
fairly satisfactory one for the society,” 
stated the annual report of the Council, 
which added that the total “ gate” in 1933 
had been £3,559, as compared with £3,935 
in 1932. Though last summer and the 
Christmas holiday period were favourable in 
regard to weather, the attendance was not 
so large as might have been expected, 

Pointing out that the Government grant 
to the society had been reduced to £750, the 
Council said that “this reduction and the 
falling off in the general receipts prevents 
new stock being purchased; which is a serious 
matter if the gardens are to be kept up to 
the level of former years.” i 

The educational value of the gardens had 
been recognised by school authorities, and a 
visit under proper supervision counted as a 
school attendance. This privilege was availed 
of freely.

ANIMAL COLLECTION, 


The animal collection had been well main- 
tained.

able, 

That green isle with her hills running down 
to the seas, her face chequered by moss- 
covered stone walls, or, perhaps, topped bv 
glorious fuchsia; her blue hills rising through 
gossamer clouds to greet the sun! Do vou 
fish? Do you hunt? De you shoot? Are 
vou in search of peace and quiet? Are you 
faintly or deeply interested in antiquarianism ’ 
If you have not wandered over Ireland's hills 
or through her valleys you have only touched 
the fringe of al! these holiday quests. 

I stand now on a fresh rung, the years be- 
tween this diamond-crusted one and the last 
never ceased calling. Now I have been back, 
not to loved Donegal, but to wonderful Kerry. 
Her black cattle lowed as I passed: did they 
scent the peat off my clothes from the North?

Robert Burns, Scottish poet and song 
writer, was born 175 years ago to-day. 
Celebrations of the anniversary are being 


held by the Ayr Burns Club at the Western 


House, Ayr, which will be relayed by 
Scottish Regional] at 8. The toast of “The 
Immortal Memory ” will be proposed by 
Sir Thomas Oliver; musical items wil] 
follow, and this part of the programme 
will be relayed by London and Midland 
Regional at 8.30. The Burns celebrations 
taking place at the Cardiff Caledonian 
Society’s dinner at Cardiff will come on 
the West Regional wave-longth. On this 
occasion Major John Hay sith, better 
known as Ian Hay, the author, will pro- 
pose “ The Immortal Memory,” after 
which Ian MacPherson (baritone) will 
sing some Burns songs. 

Robert Burns was the son of a struggling 
farmer. At one time he intended to 
emigrate to Jamaica, and published his 
poems to gain the passage money, but the 
name they made for him drew him to 
Edinburgh instead. After that he never 
took any money for his songs and lived 
in voluntary hardship. Later he was made 
an Exciseman, and he also took a farm. 
where he tilled the soil. 

Who, in these days of vandalism, can 
imagine a man ploughing a field being so 
affected by his destruction of one daisy as 
to write the beautiful poem, “To a 
Mountain Daisy,” ' on turning one down 
with the plough in April, 1786.” Or 
again, when cruelty to animals now is 
practised every day, who can conceive any 


idea of this ploughman’s sorrow in just — 


disturbing (neither killing nor hurting) a 
little field mouse. Who bá not read : 

“ Wee, sleekit, cowrin’, tim’rous beastie, 
O, what a panic’s in thy breastie! ”’ 
written by Burns to a mouse, “ on turning 
her up in her nest with the plough, Novem- 
ber, 1785’? For this alone his memory 
should be honoured in these days of cynica!

ONLY EXECUTIVE COUNCIL. 


Mr. Justice Sullivan asked what was the 
authority for guashing a conviction of the 


Military Tribunal. 

The Attorney-General said that the 
authority was Section 12, where the Execu- 
tive Council was given power. 

Mr. Justice O’Byrne said that that section 
enabled the Executive Council to grant a free 
pardon, but that was not quashing a con- 
viction, 

The Attorney-General said that he did not 
think there was any power specifically given 
to the Tribunal itself to quash its own con-

Mr. Justice O'Byrne said that the action 
which the Executive Council could take was 
clearly provided for: they could pardon, but 
had no power to quash or annul a conyiction.

Attorney-General—No. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—Are they not bound 
by rules of evidence, except their own rules? 

Phe Attorney-General said that it was a 
question of some difficulty whether the 
Tribunal was bound by rules or not.

NOT A PUBLIC COURT. 


Mr. Justice Hanna—It is not a public 
court, and the public cannot get into it of 
their own right as they can get into this 
court.

Attorney-General—Is that not a power 
greater than that which the High Court has 
got’——The High Court cannot exclude the 
pubhe. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—So can an arbitrator.

Attorney-General—The Tribunal was: given 
express pcwer to exclude witnesses; it was 
given a power which the ordinary court has 
not got.

SPECIFIC CHARGES, 


The ground on which this order was asked 
for was that the Tribunal had ‘no jurisdiction 
to hear or determine the charges, or any of 
them. The first charge was that of member- 
ship of an unlawfal association between 8th 
and 17th December. He did not know whether 
it was going seriously to be argued that the 
Tribunal had not the jurisdiction ta try such 
a charge. He referred to the parts of the 
Act which dealt with unlawful associations, 
and defined what were unlawful associations 
within the meaning of the Article. 

Replying to Mr. Justice Hanna, he said that 
the Executive Council might make an order 
in reference to an unlawful association, but 
an association might be unlawful if it had for 
its objects any of those set out in the Section. 
Mr. Justice Hanna said that, on the first 
count, General O'Duffy was charged with being 
a member of an unlawful association. It did 
not give any indication there whether that 
association was under A, B, C, TD. E or F. 
It might be a football club. He was merely 
on the particulars of the offence, 
_Attorney-General—That is merely a ques 
tion of making the accused man aware of 
what evidence was going to be given against 
m. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—A man might he a 
member of an association that is not unlawful 
at all. He might be brought before the Mili- 
tary Tribunal, expecting to meet a charge 
of incitement not to pay income tax, and then, 
when the case is opened by counsel for the 
State, he might find that he is being charged 
with encouraging to overthrow the Govern 
ment. eee 
Attorney-General—There is a summary of 
evidence. It would he contrary to the prin- 
ciples of natural] justice if he is not given an 
opportunity of knowing what he is being 
charged with. I do not think that there is 
any likelihood of that happening. 

Mr. Justice O'Byrne referred to the state- 
ment of the offence and the particulars, and 
said that, strictly speaking, the statement of 
the offence was more accurate. 

The Attorney-General said that he suspected 
that the point which was intended to be made 
was that they must allege membership at the 
time the summons was issued. 

Mr. Justice 0’ Byrne—Surely, you are bound 
by the particulars.

ACTION AGAINST RAILWAY 
COMPANY. 
(BEFORE JUDGE MOONAN.) 


John Forsyth, labourer, Corballis, Dona- 
bate, sued the Great. Northern Railway for 
damages, which were laid at £100, in respect 
of personal injuries which he sustained by 
reason of the alleged negligence of the com- 
pany’s servants in the driving of a train on 
which the plaintiff was a passenger. It ap- 
peared that on March 20, 1932, the plaintiff 
and his wife were passengers on the train 
which left Amiens street Station at 
7.15 p.m. They said that they saw a notice 
at the station that the first stop was to be at 
Donabate, and the ‘isles had told them 
the same. | | 
.The plaintiff stated that when the train 
stopped at Malahide his wife and himself 
believed that it was at Donabate, and 
they proceeded to alight. His wife got out 
first, and he was following, when the train 
started to move and he was thrown on the 
platform, 
could do no work for a considerable period. 

For the defence it was stated that trains 
often stopped at stations which were not 
scheduled for stopping. There were two 
lamps alight on the platform on which the 
name of the station was displayed, and which 
might have been seen by passengers. 

Mr. M. Walker (instructed by Messrs. 
Bradley and Son), for the railway company, 
submitted that the stopping of a train at a 
station was not an invitation to passengers to 
alight. There was no evidence of negligence 
on the part of the railway servants in this 
case, 

The judge held that there had been negli- 
gence in the matter of the announcement that 
the first stop would be at Donabate, which 
led the plaintiff and his wife to believe that 
they ot arrived at Donabate, whereas they 
had only reached Malahide. He gave the 
plaintiff a decree for £40, with three guineas 
medical expenses and £3 travelling expenses 
incurred by the plaintiff and his wife in 
coming from Belfast, where they now reside.

Dr. Robert Davitt, T.D., 22 Merrion 
square, Dublin, was convicted and fined £3 
by District Justice Reddin, at Dunshaughlin 
District Court, for reckless and negligent 
driving of his motor car on the night of 
19th December last.

Austin saloon from Navan to Dublin, leaving 
the latter town about 11.30, on the night 
of 19th December. He was doing between 
35 and 40 miles an hour going into Dun- 
shaughlin, when he slowed down entering the 
village. When he came to the bend he 
noticed a dark mass twenty yards away. As 
he got nearer he saw it was hay on a cart 
in the centre of the road. He came upon 
it so unexpectedly that he saw he could not 
pass it on the right, and his best chance 
of avoiding an accident was to pass it on 
the left. He passed the first hay cart; then 
he came to the leading cart, which he struck, 
and his car skidded and got into the ditch, 
He was getting out of his car when the first 
witness came up, telling him something about 
being killed. Then he heard about the ina 
jured man, Fitzsimons. He went to him, 
and found him lying on the roadway, four or 
five vards from the horse, with the hay 
rolled round him. The injured man was 
later conveyed to Jervis street Hospital, 

Mr. McLoughlin, for the defendant, subs 
mitted that this was an unavoidable accident. 
The speed at which Dr. Davitt was travelling 
was not excessive, having regard to the hour. 
The class of light used on these hay carts 
was entirely out of keeping with modern road 
trafhe. 

The Justice convicted and fined Dr. Davitt 
£3, without endorsement of his licence, and 
he allowed Hanley 10s. expenses. He com- 
plimented Dr. Davitt for his humanity. 1m 
attending to the injured man, although suffer- 
ing himself from injuries.

Slaves of the Lamp. ; 


From time to time we have published 
complaints by parents concerning the in- 
creasing burden of their children’s home- 
work, In the old days boys and girls 
‘came bounding out of school,”’ secure 
in a long evening’s leisure. Now, as these 
parents have protested, the studies of the 
school are continued by the domestic 
hearth, and the hours of sleep offer the 
only interlude from labour, The Free 
State Government’s Department of Educa- 
tion admits the grievance. “There is a 
danger,” it says, “ that the home-work 
may in some cases press unduly on 
pupils,” and may fail at the same time 
to attain its more important objects. 
Certain reforms, therefore, are recom- 
mended in an official circular to secondary 
schools. At .present home-work seems 
to include ‘‘an excessive burden of 
written exercises.’’ Reading ought to be 
substituted for these written tasks; it 
ought to constitute the principal home 
exercise, and a good teacher (and good 
parents) ought to be able to direct it in 
such a way as to endow the pupil with a 


genuine love of books. The advice is sound, 


and we gather that headmasters are ready 
to adopt it—so far as the present circum- 
stances of Irish education will allow. That 
condition, however, is-important; for the 
present circumstances of Irish education 
discourage leisurely reading—discourage, 
indeed, any study which is not a direct 


means to an urgent end. 


One fact emerges grimly from the 


various comments of headmasters on the 


Department’s circular. School - work 


throughout the Free State is dominated by 


the tyranny. of the examination, School- 
masters, who ought to be—and, perhaps,

Education, as the ancient philosophers 


conceived it, was the pursuit of knowledge 
for itself. We may question if the pursuit 
of knowledge for the sake of jobs ever will 
produce a like enrichment of all the 
faculties and a like contentment of the 
mind, It seems that only one-sixth of the 
boys from Free State secondary schools go 
to the universities, and this one-sixth also 
presumably, the better brains of the 
nation—must dedicate itself to the swift 
search for a livelihood. We have plenty of 
evidence that to-day the native openings 
are lamentably inadequate to the number 
of candidates for them. Opportunities in 
the higher Civil Service are limited ; there 
is bitter complaint that the new industries, 
of which we hear so much, are furnishing 
few openings for native graduates. When

Now its value in that respect declines 


steadily ; and, in itself, the degradation of 
the social and economic worth of university 
degrees is no small misfortune.

enterprise before which every modern State 
has quailed. Indeed, if Mr. de Valera has 
his way, a position which is already dismal 
will become definitely tragic.

and recent events tend to substantiate 
their claim. The question of an. appeal 
to the League of Nations raises all sorts 
of difficulties. Austria complains, not of 
any invasion of her soil, or even of acts of 
economic or political aggression, but 
merely of Nazi “ propaganda,”’ which is 
an exceedingly vague term. Could the 
League of Nations render any useful 
service in the matter? Germany has 
ceased to be a member of the League, and, 
therefore, does not consider that she is 
bound any longer by the terms of the 
Covenant. Certainly, the Council could 
scold the Germans; but does anybody 
seriously believe that General Goering and 
his associates would pay the least attention 
to its reproofs? In all probability the 
Nazis would treat it precisely as Signor 
Mussolini treated it over the Corfu 
incident. To all intents and purposes 
the League consists now only of 
France and Britain, with the minor 
States; for Italy has lost 
in it, and almost certainly would refus 
to take part in any indictment of her 
German friends. We do not suggest that 
Dr. Dollfuss has not a grievance. He has 
been embarrassed by the activities of the 
Nazis in Austria; but it would be idle 
to pretend that large numbers of them 
are not Austrian citizens. If the Austrian 
people do not approve of the Nazis, they 
have an easy remedy; if they do approve 
of them, no advice from the League of 
Nations will make the slightest difference. 
Austria’s fate lies in the hands of her 
own people.

Omens of Summer. | 


Northern Ireland's hotel-keepers held 
their annual luncheon yesterday, and 
those of Great Britain have been in session 
for two days past. We are reminded 
thereby that the best part of January has 
run its course. and that the tourist season 
will be upon us in another three months. 
How is the Free State preparing to face 
it—since we must assume that even the 
worst excesses of the ‘‘economic war’’ will 
not prevent the arrival of a goodly host of 
visitors from Great Britain during the 
summer? The traffic has increased and 
multiplied from year to year, and, it must 
he admitted, the hotel-keepers of the Free 
State have made a gallant effort to cope 
with it. Most of the hotels are far better 
to-day than they were so lately as five 
years ago; but we may doubt whether the 
holiday resorts have made the same 
progress. There are still very few places 
in the Free State where the visitor can 
obtain any amusement beyond the esthetic 
gratifications of fine scenery and quietude 
—unless, of course, he comes to hunt and 
shoot and fish. The local authorities of 
most holiday resorts talk at great length 
about their desire to attract visitors; but 
summer follows summer, and no change 
is apparent. This is the season of the 
year when the authorities ought to be most 
active. Any place that hopes to build and 
retain a flourishing tourist traffic for the 
summer must be prepared to work hard 
for that end during the winter. We have 
heard few rumours during recent months 
of improvements at the Free State resorts, 
though tidings of a new bathing pool here, 
a new park there, new pavilions else- 
where, arrive by every post from England 
and Wales. 


Peace in the Ait. 


The Lucerne Plan, designed t3 promote 
order among the broadcasting stations of 
Europe, has been in operation now for a 
week and a half. In the general opinion, 
it has been a success. Athlone, as it 
seems, has every reason to congratulate 
herself upon her new wave-length, and the 
stations of the British Broadcasting Cor- 
poration are happier and less troubled than 
they have been for a very long time. For 
some days after the inception of the plan 
there were grave fears that it would mis- 
carry; for, whether through design or 
through inadvertence, Eiffel Tower was 
jamming Daventry to an appalling degree. 
The French authorities, however, when the 
facts were made clear to them, consented to 
move Eiffel Tower's wave-length some 
distance further down the scale, to 
Daventry’s considerable relief—but to the 
discomfiture of Warsaw. Other mal- 
contents, who refused for a while to shift 
from their prescribed positions, have seen 
reason within the last few days, and the 
ether is now enjoying a novel freedom 
from traffic blocks. What will happen 
if the Eastern European stations decide 
to interrupt the harmony remains to be 
seen. We can only hope that they will 
consent to live at peace with their neigh- 
bours. All the stations subject to the plan 
are now able to send their signals freely, 
and most of them are more than satisfied 
with their new conditions, The change is 
a real triumph for international co- 
operation.

At the last moment 
the insurance companies announce that they 
are demanding a 25% increase in our 
premiums, on grounds stated. Mr. Lemass, 
in a published speech, demolished the 
companies’. arguments, and complained, 
reasonably enough, that the companies onght 
to have communicated with him before 
announcing their increased charges. Now, to 
add to the confusion, Mr. Lemass’s Govern- 
ment brings in a fresh crop of motor duties, 
which undercut his argument. May 1 suggest 
that, while the Minister and the companies 
are settling their differences, the penal condi- 
tions of the Ist February ought to be 
suspended? This ought not to take very long. 
Surely the Minister could convene a round 
table conference, presided over by himself or 
by his representative, at which the Auto- 
mobile Association, the Motor Union and the 
Irish Automobile Club could meet repre- 
sentatives of the insurance companies, and 
hammer out something just to all concerned. 
At that conference it should not be impossible 
for the Attorney-General to bring up a drait 
form of policy which would comply with the 
Road ‘lraffic Act, and see what the companies 
had to say about it. After all, the public and 
their safety and convenience are entitled to 
occasional consideration. 

The companies would do well to consider 
that, just as the State has taken over all 
health insurance business from the societies, 
it could quite easily take over the motor 
insurance business as well. It is possible that 
many owners would welcome the opportunity 
of paying their road tax, imsurance and 
driver's licence in one.—Yours, ete., .

Labour and the Constitution. 


The National Executive of the Labou 
Party, which met at Transport House t 
day, dealt with a number of questions 
arising out of proposals made by t 
Socialist League—a body which has take: 
the place of the Independent Labo 
Party: as a ‘‘ ginger group.” A _ pol 
committee has been sitting to prepare a 
statement of the party’s aims and objects 
with special references to the program) 
and proposals advanced by the Socialist 
League, which are designed to secure 4 
rapid transition from capitalism to 
socialism in the event of Labour's return 
to power. These proposals include the 
abolition of the House of Lords and the 
passing of an Emergency Powers Act. A 
draft report of the committee was sub- 
mitted to-day, and this. lays down 
definitely that the aims of the Labour 
Party are strictly constitutional; it ex- 
presses firm opposition to all 
dictatorship, and desires to foster and 
strengthen efficient parliamentary institu- 
tions. It also confirms the view expressed 
by leaders of the party that the best way 
to secure socialism is by constitutional 
methods, through the exercise of tha 
franchise. An official statement probab!7 
will be issued by the party shortly stating 
explicitly where it stands in relation to 
constitutional issues.

Civil Servants’ Salaries. 


Representatives of some 312.000 ci 
servants, half of. whom are resident 
London, will hold a conference at the 
Treasury to-morrow to discuss their future 
remuneration. A temporary § agreement 
arranged in 1932 for a consolidation of 
salaries and bonus will conclude at the end 
of March, and it has been decided that a 
new and permanent agreement must be 
negotiated. Exactly what is the case sub- 
mitted to the Treasury oficials by the re- 
presentatives, who are nineteen in number, 
has not been disclosed. It is understood, 
however, that the civil servants are not 
prepared to accept permanent consolida- 
tion on the 50 per cent. basis of the old 
agreement, believing that under the rn- 
fluence of the Government’s policy of 
raising agricultural prices to stimulate 
food production and of regulating foreign 
imports, the cost of living may rise. The 
representatives also will press for increases 
of pay for the lower grades of the Civil 
Service. It is said that of the 312,000 
employed 219,000 receive £5 a week or less; 
183,000, £4 a week or less; 150.000, £3 a 
week or less; and 35,000, £2 a week or less 
—with a bonus being included in each 
case. According to these figures about 
half of the Civil Service gets less 
than £3 a week, including bonus. . The 
representatives will contend that these con- 
ditions are insufficient.

The -Attorney-General went on to say 
that the Tribunal could be properly de- 
scribed as an Extraordinary Tribunal, to 
which special powers were given, and 
which was put on a special plane in the 
Constitution by the deliberate act of the 
Legislature. ‘‘ It is by virtue of the fact,” 
he said, “ that the structure is written 
into the Constitution, that the Tribunal 
is treated in a different way even to the 
ordinary Courts set up under Article 64, 
and it seems to have been the intention of 
the Legislature deliberately to give to the 
Executive in times of peace the right to 
bring into existence a Tribunal which was 
immune from interference by the ordinary 
Courts. Whether that will meet with 
approval from everybody is not a matter 
we are concerned with here. This_par- 
ticular article has been subjected to very 
severe criticism.. It has been described as 
a piece of legislation more drastic than any 
legislation in any other country. That

HARD-HIT IRISH 
VILLAGE. - 


CHANGED DAYS IN 
DUNMORE. - 


"Éire 
From Our CoRREsPONDENT, 
WATERFORD, Wednesday. 


LTHOUGH there are many trawlers 
gathering the harvest of the sea off 
Dunmore at present, they, apparently, 
bring little profit to that seaside 
resort. They are so numerous that 
their appearance at nights has been com- 
pared to a well-lighted city. While 
their catches must be of considerable 
value, yet it is stated that, with 
exception of a few cran now and then 
sold in the village to raise the money for 
incidental expenses, the cargoes are 
brought direct to Milford, where they are 
prepared for the English markets. 
A resident of the district states that,- in 
consequence of this procedure on the part 
of the trawlers, Dunmore is suffering 4 
considerable loss. 


TARIFFS BLAMED. 


Tariffs are blamed by those engaged in 
the fishing and curing industry, and they 
state that but for the duties all this fish 
would be brought into Dunmore for clean- 
ing and salting, thereby giving employ- 
ment to many who need it. Like most 
villages and towns in the Free State just 
now, Dunmore has more than its share of 
unemployment. 

It is estimated by those who have 
experience of what was done in the village 
in pre-tariff days that large numbers of 
men who are now idle in Dunmore and the 
surrounding district would find lucrative 
work but for the duties, while shop- 
keepers and business men in general would 
do a good business. 


MONEY SPENT ELSEWHERE. 


Buyers from different countries then 
stayed at the local hotels and boarding 
houses while attending the sales of the 
catches during the season, and the crews 
of the various trawlers spent a good deal 
of money in the village. All this, it is

instead of purchasing provisions in Dun- 
more, now buy them in Milford, where, it 
may be recorded, they can obtain Irish 
butter at 10d. per pound, whereas, in the 
Dunmore district, where some of the most 
beautiful butter is made, the consumer 
must pay 1s.

Complaints are frequently heard in this 
portion of the county, where the people 
have always, more or less, been dependent 
on the fishing and curing industry for a 
means of livelihood. 

Many people will remember the days 
when Dunmore kippers were well-known 
articles of commerce, but, like many other 
industries which were of real value to the 
country, the kipper business appears to 
be on the way to disappearance.

BIG LEGISLATIVE 
PROGRAMME, -

R. L. J. DUFFY, the new General 
Secretary of the Irish Labour Party 
organisation, has entered on his duties, 
and yesterday he issued his first number 
of the party’s Monthly News Bulletin, In 
the Bulletin a scheme of intensive work 
for the coming year is outlined, with a 
view to the advancement of the cause of 
Labour, and “to gain for the movement 
the position of pre-eminence in the councils 
of the nation to which the ideals enshrined 
in its programme entitle it.” The 
establishment of branches in every parish, 
hamlet and village in the Free State is 
urged, and the necessity for propaganda, 
registration and electoral work is stressed. 
“Decent men and women,” says the 
Bulletin, ‘‘ who love their country, and 
are willing to serve it without any ulterior 
motive, and who despise the un-Christian 
animosity now being preached up and 
down. the country, will rally to the Labour 
Party once they appreciate the nobility of 
its aim ”’ 

The Bulletin strongly urges its readers 
to study the party’s programme, as out- 
lined in “ The Nation Organised.’’ This 
programme, it will be recalled, was issued 
some years ago, when Labour in the Dail 
was iata of other parties. Now 
that the Labour Party has become an 
adjunct to the Fianna Fail Party, there 
are certain statements of policy in the 
“ programme ” which do not seem to 


square with present practice. These, no 
doubt, will be revised. 
GOVERNMENT’S PLANS, 


The Bulletin, as might be expected, is 
able to give “ authoritative '” information 
regarding the Government's forthcoming 
plans. These include a ‘‘ comprehensive 
scheme of public works.” A big scheme of 
re-afforestation is to be undertaken, which 
will involve the acquisition of 500,000 
acres of land. The a of this large 
area will afford employment for a large 
number of men for a period of fifteen 
years. ‘‘This scheme,’’ according to the 
Bulletin, ‘‘is merely one of several: now 
under discussion ; indeed, it may be said 
that the Government is definitely com- 
mitted to a comprehensive plan which will 
involve fifteen years of effort to re-make 
the economic life of the country.” 

” Other legislation “under consideration 
in the Department of Industry and Com- 
merce includes a very important bill 
regulating the conditions of employment 
in factories and workshops. We under- 
stand that the bill is very comprehensive 
and will deal with factory life in a new 
way.” Another measure is intended to 
safeguard the welfare of workers in indus- 
trial employment. 

Although the report of the Committee 
on Widows’ and Orphans’ Pensions has 
not yet been published, it is stated that 
the report is being examined in the 
Government Department concerned pre- 
liminary to the introduction of the 
necessary legislation. ‘‘It is definitely 
understood that provisions will be made in 


to introduce this measure in the present 
year.’”.

D ESPERATION was the keynote of speeches delivered last night at the 


annual meeting of the Irish Live-Stock Exporters’ and Traders’ Asso- 
ciation, which was held at the Association's offices, Upper O'Connell 
street, Dublin, and a resolution was passed strongly protesting against the 
Government s policy in “ taking away from the cattle-exporters their 
legitimate rights. - 4 


The resolution, which was proposed by Mr. W..Goodman (Dundalk) 
and seconded by Mr. John Carroll (Carrick-on-Suir) , was as follows :— 


“We have read with deep regret the decision of the Free State 
Minister for Agriculture, taking away from the legitimate exporters their . 
means of earning their living, and we protest in the strongest manner 
against this treatment; while recognising that the tillage farmer, who is 
fattening cattle, deserves every consideration, we respectfully submit that 
other means should be taken to help him, and not by taking away from the 
cattle-exporters their legitimate rights.. We consider that the consulta- 
tive y which was set up is the body best qualified to deal with the 
present situation, and to see that both fat and store licences are allocated 
to those who deserve them. - | 


The statements were made at the meeting that the past year had been 
one of the worst in the history of the cattle trade: that the Free State 
Minister for Agriculture had not taken the advice of the Consultative 
Council on the allocation of the quotas; that at present the taxpayers paid 
£7 15s. on a two-year-old beast exported to Britain, and, as that was the 
average price of a good two-year-old heifer or bullock at home, it meant 
that one animal had to be sold to obtain the money to export another, 


Mr. John P. Cuffe (Dublin), in appealing to the members of the trade

THE ALLOCATION OF QUOTAS.

The Committee, in its annual report, 
stated that the financial position was 
satisfactory, and many new members had 
been enrolled during the year. The 
Association’s activities had been appre- 
ciated by those engaged in the live-stock 
trade, and the Government had recognised 
its position. The services of the organisa- 
tion and its advice had always been at 
the disposal of the authorities. 


EXPORT TRADE. 


The past year had been a very trying 
one for those engaged in the export trade. 
It had been necessary to remodel their 
trading activities to meet the ever-chang- 
ing conditions imposed on them, but they 
had been able to meet the changes as they 
came, and vary their activities to suit the 
new conditions. The end of 1932 saw the 
tariff of 20 per cent. doubled, with the 
result that the prevailing prices at the 
end of the year were much lower than 
when the animals were purchased in the 
early spring. 

The report continued:—‘‘ The bounty 
which the Government pays may have its 
drawbacks, and may be open to criticism, 
but we believe that without it exporters 
would be compelled to cut their prices to 
the extent of that bounty. It has always 
been our custom to pay the highest prices 
possible when making our purchases, and, 
as far as this Association is concerned, we 
have endeavoured by every means at our 
disposal to alleviate the hardship imposed 
on the farmer and producer of live-stock.’’ 

The cattle trade was now faced with the 
problem of dealing with restricted ex 
ports. Quotas on fat and store cattle 
exported to Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland had been imposed. They re- 
frained from commenting at this stage on 
the effects these quotas were likely to 
have, but it was clear that they would not 
tend to an improvement. 

The report added:—‘‘A return to 
normal trading conditions is our desire, 
and towards it the energies of the whole 
agricultural community ought to be 
directed. The passage of time, however, 
seems to make it more difficult, and 
whether a satisfactory and honourable 
settlement is now possible is very hard 
to say. It is our hope that the new year 
will hold out for us an era of peace and 
contentment, however unsettled its be- 
ginning may appéar.’’

THE QUOTAS. 


Men had obtained quotas who did not 
ship cattle, and men who were shippers 
of cattle received no quota.

When the beef 
quotas were being distributed there was 
no consideration given to men who had 
been all their lives in the trade. He was 
sorry to say that the Minister for Agri- 
culture had not taken the advice of the i 
Consultative Council in his allocation of 
the guotas.

HOTEL ASSOCIATION 
MEETING. 


From Ovr CoRmRESPONDENT, 
SELF AST, Wednesday.

HE fog, which was general over London 
T yesterday, thickened with “the dusk, 
dashing the hopes of thousands of 
home-bound Londoners for an easier journey 
than that of the morning. | Conditions, as 
during the morning, were exceptionally bad 
in South London and the Thames Valley. 
it took one train Jast night nearly two 
hours to get from Waterloo to Clapham 
Junction;"a distance of four miles. When a 
main line train drew level with a local train 
and waited between Waterloo and Vauxhall 
several passengers took the risk and’ c 
over to the “‘ fast ” train. 
The average visibility along Britain’s 
peile trunk route, the Great North Road 
rom london to Huntingdon-Northants 
boundary,.was between‘15 and 20 yards— 
less than the‘distance from hedge to hedge. 
The area covered by. the worst fog recorded 
this winter, stretched from Doncaster in the 
North ria the Midlands to Sudséx, and from 
East Anglia and Kent across to Dorset and 
Wiltshire. : 
Lhe west coast. was fairly free from fog. 


LIGHTING FAILS. 


At night a Jarge area.of North London was 
further “ “‘ blacked-out ” by an electricity 
failure, amd many districts supplied by the 
North Metropolitan Electric Supply Company 
were plunged into darkness, . 

Tramcars stopped, and -motor cars, feeling 
their way through the fog, found them- 
selves suddenly deprived at night of the 
light of .street: lamps and traffic signals. 
There , was chaos in some of the busier 
streets, though tlie police did their best 
with whistle signals. Cinema programmes 
came to a sudden stop. 

In the hospitals operations were fortu- 
nately over for the day, but tm‘ some cases 
nurses had to postpone the ‘dressings. In 
some of the hospitals there are emergency 
batteries, which were: put into operation. , In 
others electric torches were used, in addi- 
tion to candles and lamps. ' 

The power was later restored. 

Six hundred old people attending the Mayor 
of Wandsworth’s Old People’s Dinner at the 
Town Hall last night were marooned by the 
fog. Motor coaches which. were to convey 
them home to Streatham, Tooting, Clapham 
and Putney were lined up outside, but all 
traffic was at a standstill. 

The old people, all of whom were over 
seventy, and many over ninety, sat in the 
hall singing songs. 

The Mayor, Lieutenant-Colonel Doland, 
said that he was prepared to stay up all night 
with them if. necessary. 


HUNTING STOPPED. 


Thick fog continued in many parts of Eng- 
land yesterday, and a number of accidents 
were reported. 

Hunting in Lincolnshire was brought to a 
complete standstill. Twelve degrees of frost 
were registered during the night, and this 
was followed by the worst fog of the present 
winter. In the greater part of Northampton- 
shire there. was thick fog throughout the day. 
Traffic: was greatly impeded, and there were 
several minor accidents.

MONTE CARLO, Wednesday. 

The 1834 Monte Carlo Motor Rally will go 
down to history as a rally of “' records.’’ 
Out of one hundred and forty-three com- 
petitors, who started from all over Europe 
last Saturday and Sunday, no less than one 
hundred and fifteen checked in at Monte 
Caro to-day, despite the fog, frost, ice, snow, 
mud, and almost impassable roads which had 
to be encountered. 

The most remarkable feature was that 
twelve of the twenty-five drivers who started 
from Athens, the farthest point away, and 
2,352 miles from Monte Carlo, reached the 
finishing point. Four of these drivers were 
British. They were: R. St. G. Riley (Riley), 
D. M. Healey (Triumph), J. Whalley (Ford), 
and J. C. Ridley (Triumph) 

Previous to this year only one competitor 
had ever got through to Monte Carlo from 
Athens, and then he was behind schedule.

arded as mitigating’ circumstances. 

Father Thaler, his assistant priest, was sen- 
tenced “to three months’ ‘imprisonment, on 
the ground that he had repeated only what 
his superier had said to him; while Father 


‘Sollacher, who reported the rumour to some 


laymen, and thence to th» public, was sen- 
tenced to five months’ imprisonment. 

' As vicar of a parish in Munich, Dr. Muhler 
was making a special appeal to lapsed mem- 
bers of the Church to return to the fold. 
One of them, a Communist, named Don- 
hauser, replied to Dr. Muhler’s appeal by 
saving that’ he could mot believe in the God 
who allowed such cruelties as happened in 
he Dacéau concentration camp. He referred 
to a rumour of an especially bad case’ of 


cruelty. .. ol 
Dr. Muhler reported the Communist’s 
answer to his assistant, Father Thaler, who, 
in turn. recounted it to Father Sollacher.

The three priests were arrested, and the 
Public Prosectuor brought in a charge based 
emergency decree protecting’ the 
Government against defamation.

Defending counsel said that Dr. Muhler was 
handicapped in his defence by his duty and his 
right to keep things confidential which were 
reported to him in his capacity as a priest.

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INTER-COUNTY PLOUGH- 
ING CHAMPIONSHIP. 


WHAT THE JUDGES WANT. 


OR this year’s inter-county ploughing 

F championship, to be held at Athenry, 

Co. Beliray. on 13th February next, 

new counties to be represented will be Water- 

ford and Sligo. The only counties which 

have definitely decided not to send teams are 
Cavan and Meath. 

These events have been th+ cause of much 
controversy regarding types of ploughing, 
and, while it is a fact that there are different 
styles in many districts and that different 
soils require different handling. we are prob- 
ably nearer to uniformity of style than ever 
before. 

At the inter-county plough'ng contests at 
Athy in 1931, at Gorey in 1932, and at 
Dublin in 1933 the teams from Southern and 
Western counties demonstrated styles of 
ploughing having little resemblance to that 
demonstrated by teams from Eastern counties, 
The adherents of the Eastern counties’ style 
have won each year, and there is nothing to 
indicate that any other style will gain supre- 
macy for many years yet. 


Styles of Ploughing. 


In answer to a demand for an indication 
of the style the judges desire Mr. J. J. 
Bergin states that they have no fancy for any 
particular style. Their work is to scrutinise 
all styles and give the award to what they 
consider to be the best all-round work. It 
may be quite another affair to describe the 
aid ‘wage 
style that has taken their fancy during the 
last three years, and while those who were 
present were able to see this for themselves, 
there must be many who were not so fortn- 
nate and to whom the following may be of 
interest. 

Generally speaking, it is correct to say that 
the popular ploughing is what is known as 
‘‘ broken work,” yet it is not ‘ broker”’ 
within the usual meaning of the word. It is 
broken in so far that the square aris, so dis- 
tinctive when a Coulter is used, is not shown. 
It is not broken in so far that the pulverising 
or: disintegration of the sod is not effected. 
This may seem quite a paradox, but it is the 
only possible description of present-day popu- 
larity in ploughing styles. 

The finished sod should show a well-rounded 
top, so rounded, and so laid, that in a finished 
plot is would be difficult to say which way the 
sod had been turned—that is, whether turned 
to the left or to the right when viewed from 
the headland. 


Good Packing. 


Ploughing cannot be tested with the eye 
alone. The eye will observe general appear- 
ance, but it is the foot that tells whether 
the ploughing has been well packed. A good 
judge might be blind-folded and if allowed 
to walk over a number of plots would, in a 
majority of cases, select the best ploughed 
plot from the ‘feel ” of the work under foot. 
If well laid and well pressed home, it will 
feel firm under every step. If not well and 
uniformly packed, it will feel soft in places 
under foot. 

Next to general appearance and firmness, 
there is little to. consider, except how far the 
ploughing will stand the ordeal of spring 
cultivation, This will depend on the pack- 
ing and on the skimming, <A badly or in- 
sufficiently skimmed plot will have the grass 
sods torn up in the spring with the culti- 
vators, and the field will be disfigured with 
small pieces, Many ploughmen aim at re- 
moving the smallest uolelide amount of skin 
because of the difficulty of turning and pack- 
ing a sod that has a substantial skin re- 
moved. Consequently, judges never fail to 
carefully examine the work in this respect. 

In the 1934 ploughing championships, to 
be held on the 13th February at Athoury: 
the judges will be asked to work to the

_ The planting oí forest trees should be 

carried out in open weather before the middle 

of March. Efficient fencing against stock is 
necessary in all cases. 

A shelter belt should include a mixture of 
deciduous and evergreen trees where the soil 
conditions permit, and the planting of low- 
growing evergreen species, such as laurel, 
rhododendron or mountain pine, on the 
margins of the shelter*belt is recommended 
for the provision of permanent low shelter. 

On good, fairly dry soils, beech and syca- 
more are. two useful shelter trees of the 
deciduous class, and these may be mixed 
with species of silver fir or with Austrian 
pine, Larch may be added to the mixture 
on suitable soils, and removed as thinnings 
when large enough to be used for fencing 
purposes. Sitka spruce is recommended for 
the provision of se on moist and peaty 
soils, Beech pine (Pinus Contorta) will 
thrive on many poor sandy or gravelly soils, 
or on peat, This species should be mixed 
with rhododendrons or mountain pine, 


BEDDING PLANTS. 


SOUTH DUBLIN GARDENING

THE OUTLINES OF A 
WORKABLE SCHEME, 


YLLOWING the intimation of some of 
F our readers that they would be glad 
to join, or help in forming, a society in 
their districts to forward the interests of the 
poultry-keeper, it may be well to outline a 
scheme that should be guite feasible and 
easy to manage, provided the necessary 
energy is forthcoming. Naturally, the method 
adopted by a body of poultry-keepers to 
secure the better marketing of their products, 
to cut out middle-men, a generally to safe- 
guard the industry, will depend largely on the 
type of farming carried on in the district in 
which they live. 


In Dairying Districts. 


First of all, let us take dairying districts, 
where the farmers send their milk to co- 
operative creameries, which may be either 
auxiliaries or more important centres, where 
the making of butter, cheese, condensed milk, 
or other products is carried out. 

There seems no adequate reason why such 
creameries should not also undertake the pur- 
chase of eggs and poultry. on the same 
system on which the milk is purchased, To 
ensure the success of the project a separate 
Committee would be required, so as to pre- 
vent the poultry profits being used to cover 
any defects in the creamery management, 

Since the capital is behind the co-operative 
organisation and since a creamery is the pro- 
perty of the farmers, it should be possible to 
get a sufficient number ol the shareholders 
interested enough to undertake the work. 
Moreover, the business of the creamery is to 
market the produce of the farmers. Un- 
fortunately, in many districts the farmers do 
not take sufficierit interest in the proper 
working of the creamery, and so do not reap 
the full benefit which it should bring them. 
In other areas the marketing of eggs and 
poultry is carried on in conjunction with the 
other work of the creamery. This is a great 
advantage, since the eggs can be sent, and 
should be sent in every day with the milk, 
to ensure that they are quite fresh when sold, 

Packing centres and despatch departments 
for eggs and poultry should exist in all 
butter or cheese-making creameries, while all 
auxiliaries should be used as collecting 
centres. 

Such a system would need little or no initial 
outlay, since the necessary accommodation and 
staff is already available. The only extras re- 
quired would be packing material, cases, etc., 
and, perhaps, a small increase, one or two, 
in the staff. It would certainly be much 
more economical to work than an entirely 
distinct. poultry products marketing base, 
which would require its own premises, and 
capital, 


Duties of the Committee. 


Again, where the marketing of eggs and 
poultry is carried out through the creameries, 
it would need but little more initiative to 
arrange for the purchase through the 
creamery of feeding stuffs, poultry imple- 
ments, equipment, etc. In this way the 
poultry-keeper should be able to obtain his 
requirements on much more reasonable terms 


| than if’ bought in the ordinary way. The 


Committee would need to be very hard- 
working in order to get the scheme going 
roperly, and to get all the local farmers 
interested. ‘Once they are convinced that it 
is to their advantage, that @ ly in such a 
way can they secure the profits that would 
otherwise go to middlemen, they will be 
ready to support the project. It will be for 
the Committee to see that under a properly 
trained packer, the eggs (or poultry) are (1) 
perfectly fresh; (2), that they are graded 
according to the regulations; (3), that they 
are despatched in the cases or boxes specified 
by the Department, and last, but by no 
means least, that they are sold in the best 
market. If exported direct the conditions 
necessary for obtaining the bounties should 
be observed. 


Where There Are No Creameries. 


In districts where there are no creameries 
another plan will have to be adopted. The 
first step would seem to be that a chosen 
few, who are experienced poultry-keepers and 
also keen businessmen (or women), should 
come together and form a committee. The 
committee should agree to pool their eggs 
and other poultry products, to get their 
neighbours to do likewise, and market direct 
to the retailer. 

For a venture like this a certain amount of 
capital would be required. That appears to 
be the great ' crab,’’ but there seems no 
reason why the State, which is avowedly 
anxious to foster small industries, should 
refuse to help. The marketing section of the 
Department would help with advice, and 
would, probably, send an official to train the 
committee or interested parties in the NEE: 
and grading, etc. But the individuals must 
be prepa to help themselves. ‘‘ Spoon- 
feeding ” is worse than useless. 

The most important factor in the workin 
of a scheme such as this outlined is go 
organisation. It would be necessary at the 
outset to appoint a good man or woman to 
organise the district. - It would be the duty 
of such a one to visit the farms, to advise 
and instruct the individual how to prepare 
the eggs daily for dispatch to the packin 
centre. A qualified poultry instructor woul 
be ideal for this purpose, provided that she 
was a stranger in the district, and that she 
was paid a decent salary. 

The principal obstacle in the way of the 
development of any scheme such as the above 
is the difficulty of getting people of the right 
calibre to come together at the offset and 
stand up to all criticism. The members of 
the central committee. pe they men or 
women, or both, musi have ‘aa of grit, so 
as to stick it out wher things go wrong. 
Also they will ha to be determined to 
struggle against anu live down the competi- 
tion from private business concerns, which, in 
order to make it impossibie for the newly- 
established concern to carry on, are prepared 
to pay almost twice the value of the eggs. 
Those who are willing to undertake the task 
will be doing something wort! while for the 
poultry industry, and by grim determination 
and unsparing ene may succeed in over- 
coming the many difficulties ahead, and may 
secure what we have long been waiting for— 
the establishment of the poultry industry on 
a well-organised, sound commercial basis. 

I should be glad to hear of any parties who 
think of taking up thess suggestions; also I 
should like details of any existing district 
societies and the results obtained, etc .

| WINTER SPRAYING OF | 


FRUIT TREES. 


———-&-———— 


PRAYING with tar-oil sprays against, in- 
S sect and fungus pests ought to be a rou- 
e tine treatment in every orchard, to be 
carried out some time during the winter 
months. These sprays are sold under various 
proprietary names, and most of the brands 
are satisfactory. The washes destroy the eggs 
of the aphides and suckers, and a proportion 
of those of the winter and other moths. They 
destroy also the mosses and lichens and re- 
duce the Mussel Scale, Codling Moth and the 
Blossom Weevil. Where they are used there 
should be no need for the spring nicotine 
spray except in districts where the Apple 
Capsid is troublesome. 7 
It is most important that the instructions 
of the makers should be exactly followed in 
applying the sprays. Failure to make them 
up correctly accounts in many instances for 
poor results, and sometimes involves injury to 
tre trees. If only very hard water is avail- 
able. expert advice should be obtained as to 
the best method of overcoming the difficulty 
which will be found in mixing. 


Care Needed. 


The washes are admittedly strong, and, in 
order to avoid risk of injury, should only be 
used on trees whilst the buds are quite dor- 
mant—that is to say, in a normal season be- 
tween the end of November and the end of 
February for apples, and from the end of 
November to the end of January for plums, 
years, cherries, currants and gooseberries. 
every part of each tree should be sprayed, 
and spraying should be done in dry weather, 
so that there is time for the spray to dry 
on the trees before any rain falls. It is a 
waste of both time and money to spray or 
continue to spray in bad weather. Damage 
r the trees may result from spraying during 
rost. 

A power spraying machine is the best to 
use, but where the work is on a small scale 
a hand machine is satisfactory so long as 
the spray can be maintained at « consistent 
and adequate pressure. Since these washes 
are injurious to foliage, it is worth remixing 
growers that winter lett e or otLer —-en 
crops planted underneath fruit trees will be 
liable to suffer unless they are in some way 
Levee Also, where a grower decides to 
elay spraying until the latest safe time 
arrives for his apple buds—i.e., towards the 
end of February—by that time those of 
gooseberries may be far enough advanced to 
suffer seriously by the operation. 
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VALUE OF ARTIFICIAL 
MANURES. 


ARMYARD manure, as all practical 
farmers are aware, contains nitrogen, 
phosphate and potash, but in un- 

balanced proportions to supply the need of 
most farm crops. On that account the best 
results are usually obtained by a small dress- 
ing of farmyard manure, supplemented by a 
complete fertiliser suited to the requirements 
of the crop. Nitrogen is particularly suited 
to leaf growth on such crops as cabbage and 
kale. Phosphates are most suitable for 
turnips, either in the form of superphosphate 
or basic slag. On heavy clay or damp 
moory soils basie slag is more suitable than 
superphosphate. On land liable to finger 
and toe, dressings of lime are suitable as a 


preventive or cure; or it can be applied in 


the form of basic slag. 

There is no rivalry between farmyard 
manure and complete artificial manures. 
Each supplies the essential elements for the 
development of root, stem, leaf and seed. 

Potash is an important constituent in fruit, 
such ag apples, potatoes and tobacco, and in 
the form of sulphate of potash produces 
wonderful results. | 

Phosphate manures should now be applied 
to pastures, so that results may be obtained 
in the coming season’s grazing. 


EFELWORMS IN 


SUGAR-BEET. 


UGAR beet growers in this country have 
S not, so far, suffered from the losses caused 
to sugar beet by eelworms, possibly the 
worst pest of the crop, but many of them will 
have come across potato sickness, a very similar 
trouble also associated with eelworms, and 
will, therefore, realise the importance of not 
allowing land suited to sugar beet to become 
beet. sick. 
On the Continent, when the growing of 
sugar beet became general, the op was 
taken frequently on the same land, and 
radually the soil became beet sick until 
ailures were so num®rous as to lead to a 
crisis in the sugar industry and the closing of 
many sugar beet factories. At first the 
reason for the failures was not understood, 
and soils were merely said to be “ beet 
sick,” but it was then found that the trouble 
was always associated with eelworms, which 
had increased to enormous numbers owing to 
the frequency with which the crop was taken 
cen the same land. The danger of following 
beet crop by beet crop year after year was 
then realised, too late in many cases; but 
there is still time for growers in Great 
Britain to profit haf the lesson so dearly 
bought by Continental farmers, 


FEEDING DAIRY COWS 
AND PIGS. 
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, AIRY cows should receive more 
D attention as regatds feeding during 
i the last month or six weeks 
before calving if they are to calve down 
in good condition. On many farms the 
feeding of hay and roots is all that is con- 
sidered necessary for cows approaching calv- 
ing, but as the cow is unable to consume 
enough of these materials for her uire- 
ments at this time, the feeding of a suitable 
mixture of concentrates in addition is 
necessary. An allowance of 3lb. or 4ib, per 
day of a mixture composed of thres parts 
by weight crushed oats, one part by weight 
maize meal, one part by weight bran, and 
one part by weight decorticated earthnut 
cake or soya bean meal is suitable and 
economical at present prices of feeding 


stuffs. 

Youn igs, if not suitably fed and 
m at this time of year are liable to 
get a set-back, which is no a or cheaply 
remedied. Where ted milk or butter- 
milk is available thers is usually little 


necessary in making up meal mixtures in 
order that suitable win ine may be fed,

MILFORD CUSTOMS 
CHARGES. 
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DEFENDANT TO PAY £1,532, 
From Our CORRESPONDENT. 


LIF FORD, Wednesday. 

At Lifford District Court to-day, before 
Justice O’Hanrahan, James A. Diamond, 
merchant, Milford, County. Donegal, was 
charged with being knowingly concerned in 
two attempts at evasion of payment of duty 
on a total of 129 gallons of spirits. The 
amounts involved were £602 ás. Od. and 
£930 3s. Od. E 

Mr. J. Malseed, for Diamond, pleaded 
guilty, and said that Diamond disclosed any 
art, he had in the transaction, and had 
an more or léss, misled in the whole 
matter. 

The Justice fined Diamond the amount in- 
volved, with a stay of twelve months. 

Patrick J. Lambe, ex-Customs official, who 
until lately carried on a Customs clearing 
station at Boating Club lane, Derry, was 
charged with being knowingly concerned in 
the importation of spirits, on which duty had 
not been paid. 

Diamond, the previous defendant, said that 
Lambe asked him would he be interested in 
getting a cask of whiskey across the border 
if witness got it free of duty. He told witness 
that he knew a Customs and Excise officer 
who ‘‘ understood the ropes.” Later witness 
went to Derry and arranged with Lambe to 
have a cask brought over. Witness arranged 
at No. 1 Bonding Store in Derry to have the 
cask forwarded, and made out a cheque for 
the amount of the duty. He understood that 
the cheque would be destroyed by a clerk at 
Lifford. He sent payments to Lambe amount- 
ing to £227. 3 

Cross-examined by Mr. C. Flynn, witness 
admitted that he made an attempt to settle 
the case against nm by paying the amount 
of the duty, but the offer was refused. He also 
went to Dublin in connection with the 
matter. 

Lambe denied receiving any money from 
Diamond, except to hand over to Michael 
Lyens, clerk at Lifford Customs. He told 
the Customs officer that things were not as 
they should be at Lifford. 

The District Justice remanded defendant for 
three months.
